A wild scene of confusion fol- 
lowed. Policemen hurried to tlie scone. 
Nearly nil the occupants had more or less 
injuries. One was killed end three were 
very soriously, but not fatally, hurt. Others 
suffered a severe nervous shook.

THE LATE PBEMIER. 

. In oonrae of the sermon preached at the 
forenoon service, on Sunday last, at St. 
-Andrew's ehurob, the Rev. J. C. Smith, 
B.!p., of Guelph, Ontario, made the follow- 
ing allusion to the lamented death of Sir 
John A. Macdonald ; 

Takiug for his theme, " The Constituents 
of Christian character in the Individual, 
the Family, the State and the Church," 
based upon '2 Peter, 1, 5-8 v.theRev. gentleman 
thus feelingly referred to the great national 
loss which t'anada has recently sustained in 
the removal by death of the Premier of the 
Dominion : Keeping in view the standard 
here divinely set up, and embracing all that 
lies between the two extremes of 
faith and Charity, it was claimed 
"Those things being in us and abounding, 
we shall not fail to make real and substan- 
tial progress, in the building business of life. 
How then stand we related to these things, 
here in Canada ? As to race and creed, a 
mixed community, are we contributing, each 
in our place and measure, to tlie develop- 
ment of a vigorous and pure national char- 
acter, by nuarding with a jealous care, the 
Divine institutions, the Family, the State, 
the Church ? Are we buttressing those in- 
■atitutiona within our borders, as channels 
ordained of God, for the regeneration of so- 
ciety and the salvation of the world, with 
those virtues which alone can £;ive "glory to 
God in the highe8t,onearth, peace, and good- 
will towards man ? " To an onlooker, for- 
getting for the time being the zeal of p.i.rty 
"warfare and the bitterness which, aa a 
xule, too often marks the arena of political 
life everywhere — the spectacle which may 
iie witnessed, to-day, in our fair Dominion, 
<of a nation, bending in sorrow over tlic 
new-made grave of one of her honored sons, 
to whose genius and patriotic devotion the 
material prosperity of this country, under 
a fostering Providence, ia, by universal 
consent, largely due. The spectacle must 
..be an interesting uml suggestive one. 

Jji it not the uninistakcable voice of 
"Mutional unity ? Is it not the outstretched 
.. arm of S stalwart faith in the future? Is it 
not the inspiring propliesy of onward pro- 
gress 

When ilciith, the stern leveller of all dis- 
tinctiou.^, has come and removed from the 
vanguard of putdic life one who has long 
been a proininenl figure in the councils of 
. State, a tried and trusted leader through 
u manjr eventful crises of our Colonial history, 
Knew placed beyond the reach of earth's 
'"Bummendation or censure, it is a tribute 
of no ordinary significance, that Canada 
seas moving but the other day, as one man, 
•in the funeral procession of the tirst Minister 
<of State, whose namn, by the enthuii istlc 
<verdict of the land he loved eu well, .shall 
henceforth stand high in the roll of _ lienor, 
among the statesmen and patriots of 
'Canada. 

A spontaneous oatbnrst of popular 
esteem, extending from sea to sea and ema- 
nating alike from the ranks of those who 
had been political opponents or allies, is a 
testimony which means something — an inci- 
dent .seldom paralleled in any land. 

True .st.itesniun, we all know, are not so 
plentiful as pnlitieians are 'J'hey come to 
the .'-urface, as history .shows us, only at 
long intervals. Canaila, therefore, does 
boimr to her.self in honoring the memory of 
.lohn A. Macilonci.ld, whose life work is now 
handed over to the chronicles of the past. 
The act is at once a g|-aceful and a generous 
one,- honorable and creditable alike to the 
intellect and heart of liritisli CanadiaiiH. 

Ho whom the nation mourns was not im- 
maculate. He was of our coinmou kindred, 
and, like tlie best of us, cniniiassed alinut 
with manifold inlirinities aud sins, lie, 
nevertheless, with a remarkable liilelity, 
truth and devotion, — with a tact and man- 
netism peculiar to himself,— .served his day 
and generation and has now fallen asleep, 
leaving his work to be taken up and cai rii'd 
on by others. His failings let us cover over 
with the big hand of charily, aud his virtues 
and his sterling qualities let us write, not in 
water or in evanescent gush, but in immor- 
•fcal deeds, adding piety ■ to our patriotism, 
jund ennobling our common humanity by 
Jthat which ia divine.

A JUST ESTIMATK. 

Principil Grant is one of tho shrewdest 
observers that there is to-day in the Do- 
minion of Canada. His knowledge of the 
public men of tho country is both extensive 
and minute. He takes a lively interest in 
public affairs. His opinion, therefore, with 
regard to the situation in Ottawa and the 
man required at the present crisis to lead 
tho Conservative party, should be listened 
to with a great deal more respect than that 
of clergymen and college professors general- 
ly on political matters is entitled to. When 
lie was in Ottawa, the other day, some one 
who evidently believed that he was, or 
ought to be, in the secrets of tho Conserva- 
tive Party, asked liini if ho thouglit the 
Conservative Party would send for Sir 
Charles Tapper. This is his reply as re- 
prodaced in » Winnipeg paper: 

" How can I know ? I am not a member 
of that party and am not in its counsel. I 
have not spoken this year to Langevin, 
Chupleau, Thompson, McCarthy or any 
other of its leaders. But one thing I do 
know, they niay try this, that or the other 
combination witliout Sir Charles Tupper, 
h\it all will fail, for in the end they will 
have to senil for him too late. Every man 
lias his limitations, and Sir Charles Tupper 
h.-V3 his. It will be useless to send for him 
when tho defences have been captured. In 
.a word, they must hang together or hang 
iseparately. If they are to hang together, 
they must have one at the head. There is 
only ono that combines tho necessary age, 
experience and resources. If then, he 
must come sooner or later, the sooner tho 
Jbetter. It will bo more graciou." on the 
/nart of those who will have to work with 
<:him and will give him a bettor chance. 
'£ven aa it is, he will need every man. What 
: a furee it will be to seafl for him when the 
fat ia in the fire." 

There are a great many in tliis country, 
who are not ardent admirers of Sir Charles 
Tupper, who must admit that Principal 
Grant has formed a true estimate of tho 
Tequirementa of tho time. The Couser- 
v»tive party needs at this crisis not only a 
Ifestor, but an Achilles. In Sir Charles 
Tupper both are combined. In council ho 
can give his purty the benefit of tho ex- 
jerienoe of nearly lialf a century of active 
apolitical life, and there ia no such fighter as 
he in tho whole Dominion. 



POPULATI02f WANTED. 

What the Dominion of Canada wants to 
day, moro than anything else, ia men. It 
j)o?3e8.se3 a vast area of wilderness land of 
great fertility waiting for the hand of tho 
cultivator to enable it to produce susleu- 
ancc sufllcient for u great nation. Let this 
region be made the home of a hardy, sober, 
industrious and intelligent population, and 
an immense impetus will bo given to tho de- 
velopment of all the country's resources. 
To supply its wants, factories nuist hum, 
timber must 1 e produced, mines must be 
worked, fisheries must be dcTolopcd, and 
trade must bo rerivcd and extended. Let 
workers enough bo placed ia the wilder- 

' mess lands of tho North-West and of British 
Columbia to developo even a quarter of 

■ their cap-ibilities, ami Canada's importance 
would bo wonderfully enhanced, and her 
wealtb enormously increased. Tlio quick- 
ening influence of the change would be 
felt ia overy fibre of the Dominion's being, 
and her growth would be accelerated in 
a way (hut would surprise the world. 
Few, even umong the most enlightened, 
Imvo anything like an adequate idea of 
(,'nnada'.s prjssibilltien. Slio has in her the 
making of a groat nation, 

Is it not time that measures were taken 
to developc Canada's agricultural resources ? 
Is it not. reproach to the Qovornmout of 
the country that a food-producing region 
which is literally immense has been allowed 
to remain almost altogether idle ? It must 
lie admitted that tho settlement of the 
Northwest lias been dlscouragingly slow. 
If our neighbors possessed tliat rich aud ck- 
temiive,wheal-produoing region, wofild they 
not havn done what was necessary to give it 
the population that it needs? Immigrants 
have flocked to territoriss in the Unll^d 



Pictures, as every ono knows, are charm- 
ing. Few amusements are more delightful 
than looking over a number of well dosigned 
and well e.xei'uted engravings. Hut ll 
element of iiiotion ia absent from pictures. 
It may bo suggested with wonderful skill by 
the artist, but tho imagination of the spec 
tator is required to .appreciate the artist's 
conception. But those who look at pictures 
are not always appreciative, and tho imag- 
ination, in very nuny of them, is eith 
dormant, or it really does not exist. The 
picture, to most, may be life-like, but it is 
really lifeless. If a portrait, belles being 
an ex:ict and life-like likeness of the origin 
al, could be made to smile and bow to the 
spectator, and in hia own natural voice, ask 
him how he is, or what he wants, or repeat 
to him, with appropriate action aud play of 
feature, one of .hia moat eloquent speeches, 
portraiture would then become a truly won- 
derful art. 

That modern miracle worker. Edison, has 
invented a machine which ho claims can do 
all this and much more. An audience is as- 
sembled bel'ore a screen. Those composing it 
see a famous singer advance to the foot- 
lights. He does not glide. He walks in 
the most natural manner possible. He bows 
to the ludience, and any trick of manner he 
has or other peculiarity is easily di.scernible. 
He makes a few preliminary motions and 
then sings his song, every note being dis- 
tinct, the quality of his voice and his man- 
nerisms are seen and heard plainly, as if the 
man himself were present. Edison says that 
he can reproduce a whole opera in this way 
by hia wonderful instrument, whicli he calls 
the Kinetogr.iph. It would he useless to 
describe this extraordinary invention, even 
if wo were competent to do so. It may 
loosely bo designated aa a combination of 
the phonograph and the kodak. Mr. Edi- 
son haa discovered that if forty-six photo- 
graphs arc taken of an object in motion in 
a second, the appearance of the motion can 
be reproduced if the forty-six photographs 
are presented to the eye in a second. If, for 
instance, it takes a second to make a pro- 
found bow, the figure, which is presented 
upright, bows gradtially and gracefully, and 
at the end of the second is again in an up- 
right position. There is no jerkinc.^s in the 
motion. It ia as easy and graceful as 
was that of the poraon who atood for the 
picture. 

In the aamo way a horse race can 
bs presented exactly aa it woa run, every 
motion of the horses and their riders being 
reproduced with complete accuracy.. A 

landscape with trees w.iving, water running 
and animals in motion can be reproduced 
with the utmost facility. A panorama of a, 
battle or the storming of a fort, need be no 
longer a fancy picture. The whole scene, 
exactly as it appears to the eye of the spec- 
tator, can be caught by the camera and 
transferred to the gelatine band, which is 
moved by the machinery at the rato of 
fifty miles an hour. It may bo that tho 
phnnngraph can, at the aame time, catoh 
for reproduction tho cries of the comba- 
tants, the roar of the ortillery and the 
rattle of the musketry. So, the sightseer 
of the future may have a real battle repro- 
duced for his entertainment. This is mar- 
volloua, but it is a little audacious to main- 
tain that it will bo impossible. Whoa it 
was discovered that from photographs 
taken at tho rate of forty-six in a second 
tho illu.iion of motion can be ]>roduotd, the 
possibilities of picture-taking became al- 
most limitless.

k MAGNIFICENT TBOPHY. 

Tbt Bonrchler Medal for the Flvc-HIIe Local 
Bicycle Championship. 

One of the handsomest and finest trophies 
that was ever manufactured in British Col- 
umbia is the Bonrchier medal, presented by 
Mr. Francis Bourchier for a five-mile bi- 
cycle contest, open to all Victoria ridors. 
It is the workmanship of Mr. A. A. Clay- 
ton, of this city, and reflects great credit 
upon the skill and ingenuity of its maker. 

Tlie medal is surmounted by a crown, 
underneath which, fastened to a bar, are 
two crossed Sags, one the Canadian and the 
other the Britisli ensign. Pendant from 
the bar are two handsome chains, from 
which the medal hangs^ It is all of solid 
gold. The outer rim of the medal proper ii 
surrounded by a cinder path of oxytlized 
silver, on which are 'cyclists, whose 
figures are worked out in imro 
silver. Inside the track ia a la,ke, 
ths watera being represented by a 
bright sheeting of ciianiclled silver, on 
which a stately awau is supposed to Ijc 
swimming. In the background of the lake 
is a rising sun, represented by a large white 
diamond. Bitween the two chains, from 
which the medal is suspended, ia a gold 
cross bar of fcolid gold, upon which enaniel- 
led in black is tbo name of the doner 
Francis Boucher. AboTu tlie bar ia another 
wheel and its rider. The lantern in thia 
wheel is a diamond of the purest water. 
Immediately beneath the two cross flags at 
the top is suspended a golden scroll on 
which ure the words, "Five Mile Cham- 
pionship." 

The trophy is a very valuable one, and 
the winner of it may well take pride in the 
possession of it. The name of the winner 
of the medal will be handsomely engraved 
on the reverse aide. 



Tbo Port Townsend Schooner SeasruH 
Goes Down Like a Stone— One 
Boat Missingr^ 



The Sarvirorg,' Aft^r a Hard Battle 
Witli the Elements,- Beach Vic- 
toria, Yesterday- 



Andrew, or, as he is much better known, 
Andy Reisenbach, with a companiou named 
Pomery, formed two members of the crew 
of five on board the little schooner Seagull, 
which left Port Townsend about the first of 
May, for Sand Point, Alaska, Capt. Frank 
White, one of the owners, in command, 
Yesterday, they reached Victoria, without 
their companions, and thorasolves worn 
and emaciatsd with the rough experiences 
that have befallen them sinco their ill- 
starred cruise was entered upon. 

Reisenbach, whose portly figure has lost 
its rounded linos, tells a terrible story of 
Buffering, , which he and Pomery 
endured. *The Seagull had an un- 
eventful run northward after leav- 
ing Port Townsend until the tenth 
day out, when, in rough weather, 
she struck hard on a ledge of rocks running 
out from Cape St. James. The one blow 
proved fatal to the schooner, and, almost 
before the barest necessaraies could be 
placed in the row boats, she went down. 
By means of the boats, Capt. White and 
his lour comrades reached the island, where 
for three days the gale held them prisoners, 
and without a drop of freah water. The 
wiud abating on the fourth day, the two 
open boats were again launched, and 
\Vliite with two men in the one, and Rei 
senbach and Pomery in the other, set out 
for Skidegate, where they were in hopes of 
catching a steamer to take them 
back to civilization. Finding thai 
none would call until the 5th 
of July, it waa decided to puah on 
to the Skeena, which waa reached on June 
l!nd. The day after, a strong south-east 
gale sprang up, in which the two boats were 
partetl, and the one containing Capt. White 
was lost sight of by his friends. They had 
then been 50 hours without steep, food or 
water, and us the wind moderated, were just 
able to make Dungenoas Island, where they 
found an Indian camp, which they took pos- 
session of, almost exhausted, and half naked, 
their clothes having been literally torn off 
during their hard battle with the elements. 
Hungry and worn, they fell intogood hands ; 
the Indians, one of them John Ryan, espec- 
ially, did all that could be done 
fer tile shipwrecked white men — mended 
their tattered garments, gave them food, 
and brought them a fresh lease of life. 
After three days' rest at the rude camp, the 
two men started for Fort Simpson, hoping 
to find White there. He was not, howorer, 
so tliey returned to Skecua, where Mr. 
Staplcdon and his bookkeeper, Mr. Robin- 
son, were apparently only too glad to aid 
them. Shoes and underclothing, which had 
gone long before, were replaced, and Reisen- 
bach and Pomery were enabled to wait in 
comfort for the calling of the Boscowitz, 
which broughttliem toVictoria. Theysaythat 
the three nights spent in the little open boat 
will always remain with them like u ter- 
rible iiighlmarc. They have not yet given 
up their captain and shipmates, who may 
huve reached some part of the coast and 
bo now making their way slowly down, or 
who may arrive by the Danube when she 
returns. The Seagull was a small 2u-ton 
schooner, owned in Port Townsend by Capt. 
White, Pomeroy, Geo. RifT, and Reisen- 
bach, and was valued at about §4,000. 

Capt. White camo to this province 
in an American ship about ten years 
ago. He left his vessel at Moody- 
ville, and became commander of 
the Etta White, and afterwards 
quartermaster, mate and commander in the 
C. P. N. Co. 's service. For a number of 
years he commanded the Louise and R. P. 
Rithet on the New Westminster route, and 
when the Premier was placed on the Van- 
couver-Puget Sound route he was given 
command of her. His career on 
that steamer is well known. Leaving 
here a couple of years ago. White has been 
master of some small steamers on the Sound, 
and latterly lived in San Francisco. His 
wife died in San Francisco aliout a year ago, 
and hia step-daughter ia nowareaident of 
this province.

The Fnlrbnvcn AKScminirnt Roll. 

Faiuiiavbn, June 10.— The city assess- 
ment roll for this year as equalized and fin- 
ally approved to-day, aggregates $7,600,323, 
of which $6,902,000 is realty and $014,233 
personol property. Last year the assess- 
ment was miide on a boom basis ol valua- 
tion ond was little better than a robbery. 
This year the work has been done on a con- 
servative basis valuation and the assessment 
is fair, although the ngijregate is only §58,- 
000 in excess of that ol last year. The in- 
crca.se in personal property is very large, 
havini; more than doubled. List year the 
rate of taxation for general purposes was 10 
mills. This year it is only half that amount, 
with two mills additional tO' provide for the 
payment of interest on bonds, bids .for which 
are to be opened the 20th inst. The finan- 
cial condition of the city is first-class, and 
it is expected that the competition for 
bonds will be spirited and that they will bo 
sold at^a premium.
